ORDER TO CEASE AND DESIST 

This proceeding having been heard by 
the Federal Trade Commission upon the 
complaint of the Commission, the answer 
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of the respondent and a stipulation as 
to the facts entered into between the 
respondent herein and W. T. Kelley, 
Chief Counsel for the Commission, which 
provides, among other things, that with¬ 
out further evidence or other interven¬ 
ing procedure, the Commission may issue 
and serve upon the respondent herein 
findings as to the facts and conclusion 
based thereon and an order disposing of 
the proceeding, and the Commission 
having made its findings as to the facts 
and conclusion that said respondent has 
violated the provisions of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act; 

It is ordered. That the respondent. Af¬ 
filiated Products, Inc., its officers, repre¬ 
sentatives, agents and employees, directly 
or through any corporate or other de¬ 
vice, in connection with the offering for 
sale, sale and distribution of cosmetics 
in commerce as commerce is defined in 
the Federal Trade Commission Act, do 
forthwith cease and desist from dissem¬ 
inating or causing to be disseminated 
any advertisements by means of the 
United States mails, or in commerce as 
commerce is defined in the Federal Trade 
Commission Act by any means for the 
purpose of inducing, or which is likely 
to induce, directly or indirectly, the pur¬ 
chase of cosmetics now designated by the 
names of Edna Wallace Hopper's Special 
Restorative Cream and Edna Wallace 
Hopper’s White Youth Pack (Clay) or 
any other cosmetics composed of substan¬ 
tially similar ingredients or possessing 
substantially similar properties, whether 
sold under the same names or any other 
name or names or disseminating or caus¬ 
ing to be disseminated any advertise¬ 
ment by any means for the purpose of 
inducing, or which is likely to induce, 
directly or indirectly, the purchase in 
commerce as commerce is defined in the 
Federal Trade Commission Act of said 
cosmetics, (1) which advertisements 
represent, directly or through implica¬ 
tion, that respondent’s cosmetic now des¬ 


ignated Edna Wallrce Hopper’s Special 
Restorative Cream is the discovery of a 
great French scientist; that its use will 
rejuvenate the skin or restore the oils of 
youth or restore youthful appearance to 
aged skin; that its use will make one’s 
face appear ten or any number of years 
younger; that it will keep the skin young 
and prevent or erase wrinkles or age 
lines; or that it is a restorative cream; 
(2) which advertisements represent, di¬ 
rectly or through implication, that re¬ 
spondent's product now designated Edna 
Wallace Hopper’s White Youth Pack 
(Clay) is of French origin; that it will 
nourish or revive the skin; that said 
preparation will remove blackheads or 
eliminate enlarged pores or have any 
beneficial effect thereon other than that 
the use of this preparation may loosen 
blackheads and thereby aid in the re¬ 
moval thereof, or (3) which advertise¬ 
ments use the word “Restorative," or any 
word or words of similar import or mean¬ 
ing, in the trade name designating, or 
otherwise in describing, the preparation 
now designated Edna Wallace Hopper’s 
Special Restorative Cream. 

It is further ordered , That the re¬ 
spondent shall, within sixty (60) days 
after service upon it of this order, file 
with the Commission a report in writ¬ 
ing, setting forth in detail the manner 
and form in which it has complied with 
this order.

Standards Undzr the Tea Act 

Pursuant to the authority of sections 
2 and 3 of the Federal Tea Act (29 Stat. 
604; 35 Stat. 163; as amended 41 Stat. 
712; 21 U.S.C. 41), the following stand¬ 
ards prepared and submitted by the 
Board of Tea Expe'ts are hereby fixed 
and established as standards under the 
Tea Act for the year beginning May 1, 
1940, and ending April 30, 1941. Section 
170.19 (b) is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

“§ 170.19 (b) The following standards 
prepared and submitted by the Board of 
Tea Experts are hereby fixed and estab¬ 
lished as standards under the Tea Act 
for the year beginning May 1, 1940, and 
ending April 30, 1941: 

"(1) Formosa Oolong. 

“(2) Formosa Black. 

“(3) Congou. 

"(4) Java (to be used for all fully 
fermented teas excepting China, Japan, 
and Formosa). 

"(5) Japan Black. 

"(6) Japan Green. 


"(7) Japan Dust. 

“(8) Gunpowder (to be used for all 
China green teas). 

"(9) Scented Canton (to be used for 
all scented teas). 

"(10) Canton Oolong. 

“These standards apply to tea shipped 
from abroad on or after May 1. 1940. 
Tea shipped prior to May 1, 1940, will be 
governed by the standards which became 
effective May 1, 1939."

Pursuant to, and under and by virtue 
of, the authority and direction of the 
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act 
(52 Stat. 1040-1055; 21 U.S.C. (Supp. 
IV) 301-392; Sec. 401, 52 Stat. 1046; 21 
U.S.C. 341; Sec. 701 (a) (e). 52 Stat. 
1055; 21 U.S.C. (Supp. IV) 371 (a) (e)). 
and based upon substantial evidence of 
record at the hearing in the above- 
entitled matter, 1 detailed findings of 
fact are made, as follows: 

Findings of Fact 

1. Common or usual names . That the 
names whereby canned vegetables are 
herein designated are the common or 
usual names thereof. That the common 
or usual name of each of the forms of 
vegetables herein specified as optional 
vegetable ingredients is the name or 
names whereby such form is herein des¬ 
ignated; except that “halved" is a syno¬ 
nym of “halves", “quartered" of “quar¬ 
ters", “sliced" of “slices", “diced" of 
“dice", “whole kernel" of “whole grain", 
“cream style" of “crushed", “spears" of 
“stalks”, “cuts—tips removed" of “bot¬ 
tom cuts”, “French style" and “julienne" 
and “sliced lengthwise" of “shoestring" 
(in the cases of green beans and wax 
beans), “French style" and “julienne" of 
“shoestring" (in the cases of beets, car¬ 
rots, parsnips, and potatoes). 

2. Succulent vegetables. That when 
each vegetable for which a definition and 
standard of identity is herein prescribed 
is canned it is in the succulent state and 
is of sufficient size to be suitable and use-

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fill for food and has not lost its natural 
moisture and tenderness and has not be¬ 
come hard or tough. 

3. General pre-canning and canning 
procedure. That such vegetables are 
prepared for canning by cleaning them 
and by removing inedible, undesirable 
and unsuitable portions (excepting the 
cobs of com-on-the-cob and certain 
portions of the artichoke). That vege¬ 
tables so prepared are placed either 
whole or in other forms, as hereinafter 
specified, in cans and sufficient water is 
added to permit processing with heat to 
prevent spoilage (except that pimientos 
are occasionally canned without added 
water, and sweet potatoes in mashed 
form are always canned without added 
water). That citric acid or a vinegar, 
In a quantity not more than sufficient to 
permit effective processing by heat with¬ 
out discoloration or other impairment 
of the article, may be added as optional 
acidulating ingredients (except that 
citric acid or a vinegar in artichokes is 
a necessary ingredient). That salt, a 
vinegar, spice, refined sugar (sucrose), 
refined corn sugar (dextrose), or any 
combination of these, may be added as 
optional seasoning ingredients in quan¬ 
tities sufficient to season the article. 
That steam or hot water may be applied 
to the vegetables for softening or 
blanching; and the container is sealed 
and the vegetables are so processed with 
heat as to prevent spoilage. That when 
a vinegar or spice is used as an op¬ 
tional seasoning ingredient, such use 
should be stated on the label. 

That 
the names of the canned vegetables for 
which definitions and standards of 
identity are herein prescribed are:

5. Artichokes — Source. That the arti¬ 
choke ingredient in canned artichokes is 
prepared from the flower buds of the 
artichoke plant. 

Optional artichoke ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of artichoke 
is an optional artichoke ingredient: 
whole; halves; whole hearts; halved 
hearts; quartered hearts. 

Other optional ingredients. That an 
edible vegetable oil is an optional in¬ 
gredient of canned artichokes. 

Acid a necessary ingredient. That 
citric acid or a vinegar, in such quantity 
as to reduce the pH of the finished 
canned artichokes to 4.5 or below, is a 
necessary ingredient to permit effective 
processing by heat without impairing the 
article. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional artichoke ingredient 
used, and any edible vegetable oil used, 
should be stated on the label. 

6. Asparagus — Source. That the as¬ 
paragus ingredient in canned asparagus 
Is prepared from th* sprouts of the as¬ 
paragus plant. 

Optional asparagus ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of asparagus 
is an optional asparagus ingredient: 
stalks; peeled stalks; cut stalks; tips; 
points; bottom cuts. That stalks are 
the upper edible portion, not less than 
4 inches in length, of the asparagus 
sprout; that tips are the upper portion 
of such sprouts, less than 4 inches but 
not less than 3 Ya inches in length; that 
points are the extreme upper portion of 
such sprout, less than 3 V* inches in 
length; and that bottom cuts are the cut 
edible portion of such sprout from which 
the tip has been removed. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional asparagus ingredient 
used should be stated on the label. 

7. Bean sprouts — Source. That the 
bean sprout ingredient in canned bean 
sprouts is prepared from the sprouts of 
the Mung bean. 

8. Green beans — Source. That the 
bean ingredient in canned green beans is 
prepared from the pods of green beans. 

Optional green bean ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of green 
beans is an optional green bean ingredi¬ 
ent: whole; cut; shoestring. 

Optional ingredients declared on label 
That the optional green bean ingredient 
used should be stated on the label. 

Synonyms. That “green stringless 
beans” and “stringless green beans” are 
synonyms of “green beans”. 


9. Wax beans — Source. That the bean 
ingredient in canned wax beans is pre¬ 
pared from the pods of wax beans. 

Optional wax bean ingredients . That 
each of the following forms of wax beans 
is an optional wax bean ingredient: 
whole: cut, shoestring. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional wax bean ingredient 
used should be stated on the label. 

Synonyms. That “stringless wax 
beans” is a synonym of “wax beans”. 

10. Shelled beans — Source; optional 
ingredient. That the bean ingredient In 
canned shelled beans is prepared from 
the seed shelled from green or wax bean 
pods, with or without the optional in¬ 
gredient snaps consisting of pieces of im¬ 
mature pods of unshelled green or wax 
beans. 

Optional ingredient declared on label. 
That snaps, when used, should be stated 
on the label. 

11. Lima beans — Source. That the 
bean Ingredient in canned lima beans is 
prepared from the seed shelled from lima 
bean pods. 

Synonym. That “butter beans** is a 
synonym of “lima beans”. 

12. Beets — Source. That the beet in¬ 
gredient of canned beets is prepared 
from the root of the beet plant. 

Optional beet ingredients. That each 
of the following forms of beets is an 
optional beet ingredient: whole; slices; 
quarters; dice; cut; shoestring. 

Optional ingredients declared on 
label. That the optional beet ingredi¬ 
ent used should be stated on the label. 

13. Beet greens — Source. That the 
greens ingredient of canned beet greens 
is prepared from the leaves, or the 
leaves and immature root, of the beet 
plant. 

14. Broccoli — Source. That the broc¬ 
coli ingredient of canned broccoli is 
prepared from the heads of the broccoli 
plant. 

15. Brussels sprouts — Source. That 
the Brussels sprouts ingredient of 
canned Brussels sprouts is prepared 
from the sprouts of the Brussels 
sprouts plant. 

16. Cabbage — Source. That the cab¬ 
bage ingredient of canned cabbage is 
prepared from cut pieces of heads of the 
cabbage plant. 

17. Carrots — Source. That the carrot 
ingredient of canned carrots is prepared 
from the root of the carrot plant. 

Optional carrot ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of carrots 
is an optional carrot ingredient: whole; 
slices; quarters; dice; cut; shoestring. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional carrot ingredient used 
should be stated on the label. 

18. Cauliflower — Source. That the 
cauliflower ingredient of canned cauli¬ 
flower is prepared from cut pieces of the 
head of the cauliflower plant. 

19. Celery — Source. That the celery 
ingredient of canned celery is prepared 
from the stalks of the celery plant. 
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Optional celery ingredients . That each 
of the following forms of celery is an 
optional celery ingredient: cut; hearts. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional celery ingredient used 
should be stated on the label. 

20. Collards — Source. That the col- 
lard ingredient of canned collards is pre¬ 
pared from the leaves of the collard 
plant. 

21. White sweet corn — Source. That 
the corn ingredient of canned white sweet 
corn is prepared from the ears of white 
sweet corn. 

Optional corn ingredients. That each 
of the following forms of white sweet 
com is an optional com ingredient: 
whole grain; crushed; on cob. 

Other optional ingredients. That 
starch in quantity not more than suffi¬ 
cient to prevent curdling or lumpiness 
is an optional ingredient in the canning 
of the crushed form when the com is so 
immature as to be deficient in natural 
starch. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional com ingredient used, 
and any starch added, should be stated 
on the label. 

Synonyms. That “white com" and 
“white sugar corn” are synonyms of 
“white sweet com". 

22. Yelloio sweet com — Source. That 
the com ingredient of canned yellow 
sweet com is prepared from the ears of 
yellow sweet com. 

Optional com ingredieiits. That each 
of the following forms of yellow sweet 
com is an optional corn ingredient: 
whole grain; crushed; on cob. 

Other optional ingredients. That 
starch in quantity not more than suffi¬ 
cient to prevent curdling or lumpiness 
is an optional ingredient in the canning 
of the crushed form when the com is so 
immature as to be deficient in natural 
starch- 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional com ingredients used, 
and any starch added, should be stated 
on the label. 

Synonyms. That “yellow corn”, “yel¬ 
low sugar corn”, golden com”, “golden 
sugar com”, and “golden sweet com” 
are synonyms of “yellow sweet com”. 

23. Field com — Source. That the 
com ingredient of canned field com is 
prepared from the ears of field corn. 

Optional com ingredients. That each 
of the following forms of field corn is 
an optional com ingredient; whole 
grain; crushed. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional com ingredient used 
should be stated on the label. 

24. Dandelion greens — Source . That 
the greens ingredient of canned dande¬ 
lion greens is prepared from the leaves 
of the dandelion plant. 

25. Kale — Source. That the kale in¬ 
gredient of canned kale is prepared from 
the leaves of the kale plant. 

26. Mushrooms — Source. That the 
mushroom ingredient of canned mush¬ 


rooms is prepared from edible mush¬ 
rooms. 

Optional mushroom ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of mush¬ 
rooms is an optional mushroom ingre¬ 
dient: buttons; whole; slices; pieces and 
stems. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional mushroom ingredient 
used should be stated on the label. 

27. Mustard greens — Source. That 
the greens ingredient of canned mustard 
greens is prepared from the leaves of the 
mustard plant. 

28. Okra — Source. That the okra in¬ 
gredient of canned okra is prepared from 
the pods of the okra plant. 

Optional olcra ingredients. That each 
of the following forms of okra is an op¬ 
tional okra ingredient: whole; cut. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional okra ingredient used 
should be stated on the label. 

29. Onions — Source. That the onion 
ingredient of canned onions is prepared 
from the bulb of the onion plant. 

Optional onion ingredients. That each 
of the following forms of onion is an op¬ 
tional onion ingredient: whole; cut. 

Optional ingredients declared on label 
That the optional onion ingredient used 
should be stated on the label. 

30. Parsnips — Source. That the par¬ 
snip ingredient of canned parsnips is 
prepared from the root of the parsnip 
plant. 

Optional parsnip ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of parsnip 
is an optional parsnip ingredient: whole; 
quarters; slices; cut; shoestring. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional parsnip ingredient 
used should be stated on the label. 

31. Black-eye peas — Source; optional 
ingredients. That the pea ingredient of 
canned black-eye peas is prepared from 
the seed shelled from pods of black- 
eye peas, with or without the optional 
ingredient snaps consisting of pieces of 
immature pods of unshelled black-eye 
peas. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That snaps, when ir.ed, should be stated 
on the label. 

Synonym. That “black-eyed peas” is 
a synonym of “black-eye peas”. 

32. Field peas — Source; optional in¬ 
gredients. That the pea ingredient of 
canned field peas is prepared from the 
seed shelled from pods of field peas 
other than black-eye peas, with or with¬ 
out the optional ingredient snaps con¬ 
sisting of pieces of immature pods of 
unshelled field peas. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That snaps, when a;ed, should be stated 
on the label. 

33. Green sweet peppers — Source. 
That the pepper ingredient of canned 
green sweet peppers is prepared from 
the green pods of the sweet pepper 
plant. 

Optional pepper ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of green 


sweet peppers is an optional pepper in¬ 
gredient: whole; halves; pieces. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional pepper ingredient 
used should be stated on the label. 

34. Red sweet peppers — Source. That 
the pepper ingredient of canned red 
sweet peppers is prepared from the red- 
ripe pods of the sweet pepper plant. 

Optional pepper ingredients. That 
each of the following forms of red sweet 
peppers is an optional pepper ingredient: 
whole; halves; pieces. 

Optional ingredients declared on label. 
That the optional pepper ingredient used 
should be stated on the label. 

35. Pimientos — Source. That the pi- 
miento ingredient of canned pimientos is 
prepared from the red-ripe pods of the 
pimiento, or pimento, pepper plant.

45. Vegetable mixtures. In respect to 
the proposal concerning mixtures of two 
or more succulent vegetables, there is no 
substantial evidence that there is any 
standard proportion of vegetables used 
in canning such mixtures; nor is there 
any substantial evidence that the pro¬ 
portions given in cookbooks for prepar¬ 
ing such mixtures in the home, are rea¬ 
sonable proportions to be required for 
the commercially canned article. It is 
therefore found that there exists no 
basis for the promulgation of a regula¬ 
tion fixing and establishing a reasonable 
definition and standard of identity for 
any of the canned foods prepared from 
mixtures of two or more of the succu¬ 
lent vegetables listed in the proposal; 
and, therefore, no such regulation is 
issued and promulgated in this order. 

46. Kohlrabi. In respect to the pro¬ 
posal of the Secretary concerning 
canned kohlrabi there is no substantial 
evidence that this vegetable has been or 
is commercially canned, or that a defi¬ 
nition and standard of identity for it 
would promote honesty and fair dealing 
in the interest of consumers. It is, 
therefore, found that there exists no 
basis for the promulgation of a regula¬ 
tion fixing and establishing a definition 
and standard of identity for canned 
kohlrabi. 

Based on the foregoing findings of 
fact, a conclusion in the form of a 
regulation which will promote honesty 
and fair dealing in the interest of con¬ 
sumers is hereby made and promulgated 
as follows:

(g) Wherever the name of the vege¬ 
table appears on the label so conspicu¬ 
ously as to be easily seen under cus¬ 
tomary conditions of purchase, the words 
and statements specified in subsections 
(e) and (f) shall immediately and con¬ 
spicuously precede or follow such name, 


without intervening written, printed, or 
graphic matter, except that the varietal 
name of the vegetable may so intervene. 

It is ordered that the regulation hereby 
prescribed and promulgated shall become 
effective on the ninetieth day after the 
issuance of this order and the filing of 
the same with the Archivist of the United 
States for publication in the Federal 
Register.

Notice of Issuance of Special Certifi¬ 
cates for the Employment of Learn¬ 
ers in the Bakery Products Industry 

Notice is hereby given that a Special 
Certificate for the employment of learn¬ 
ers in the Bakery Products Industry at 
hourly wages lower than the minimum 
wage applicable under Section 6 of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 is is¬ 
sued to the employer listed below effec¬ 
tive February 28, 1940 until October 24, 
1940 unless otherwise indicated, subject 
to the following terms and limited to the 
number of learners indicated opposite 
the employer's name. 

OCCUPATIONS, WAGE RATES AND CONDITIONS 

The employment of learners in the 
Bakery Products Industry under this 
Certificate is limited to the following oc¬ 
cupations, learning period, and minimum 
wage rate: 

(1)A learner is a person who has not 
been previously employed for more than 
six (6) weeks in the aggregate during 
the preceding three (3) years as a 
packer, feeder, or wrapper. 


( 2 ) The employment of learners under 

this certificate is limited to the occupa¬ 
tions of packing, feeding, and wrapping 
and for six (6) weeks for any one learner. 
During this period, no learner may be 
paid at a rate less than 25tf an hour: 
Provided , however. That if experienced 
workers are paid on a piecework rate 
learners shall be paid at least the same 
piecework rate and shall receive earnings 
on such rate if in excess of 25<* per hour 
but in no event less than 25<* per hour. 

(3) This Special Certificate is issued 
on representations by the employer that: 
(a) experienced operators are not avail¬ 
able, and (b) that they are actually in 
need of learners at sub-minimum rates 
in order to prevent curtailment of op¬ 
portunities for employment. 

(4) Under this Special Certificate, no 
learners shall be employed at a sub¬ 
minimum wage until and unless the Cer¬ 
tificate is posted and kept posted in a 
conspicuous place in the plant in which 
learners are to be employed. 

(5) This Special Certificate is issued 
ex parte under Section 14 of the said 
Act and Section 522.5 (b) of Regula¬ 
tions Part 522, as amended, and is sub¬ 
ject to cancellation sooner by the Ad¬ 
ministrator or his authorized represen¬ 
tative for cause. The Certificate may be 
canceled as of the date of issuance if it 
is found, upon objection duly filed with¬ 
in fifteen days following the publication 
of notice of issuance, that the issuance 
of this Certificate was not necessary to 
prevent curtailment of opportunities for 
employment. The Certificate may be 
canceled prospectively or as of the date 
of violation if it is found that any of its 
terms have been violated or that ex¬ 
perienced workers have become avail¬ 
able. Altering or attempting to alter 
this Certificate will render it invalid.
